Liquor Plebiscite October 25 


Ottawa, July 13.—The Canada 
Temperance Act, commonly call- 
ed the Scott Act, will be voted 
‘upon on October 25 in the Yu- 
kon territory and the provinces 
lof Alberta, Saskatchewan, Man- 
itaba, Ontario, and Nova Scotia; 
and possibly one or two other 
provinces. The vote will be on 
the question of wheteher a pro- 
vincial-wide Scott Act shall be 
adopted, and thus prohibit the 
importation or conveying of liq- 
juor from other countries or other 
provinces into the provinces 
adopting the act. It will be a 
definite “yes” or “no,” and one

Wireless Telephone 


Probable That Government Wil] As- 
sume Confrol Over This 
Communication 

Experiments conducted at the re- 
quest of the Manitoba _ government 
with wireless telephone apparatus be- 
tween Winnipeg and Portage La 


Prairie, 0 miles away, have been suc- 
cessfully concluded and a second step 
in the experiments ig about to be 
taken, when conversations will be at- 
tempted between Winnipeg and Fort 
William, a distance of nearly 400 
miles. The experiments are being 
taken with a view to testing out a 
proposed system of wireless to be in- 
stalled in northern Manitoba. 
Mining districts and fur marketing 
centers are far scattered and sparsely 
ecttled. Land wires are costly to in- 
stall and to maintain owing to falling 
trees in the bush country, It is pro- 
posed to establish some dozen sta- 
tions at central points in as many dis- 
tricts of the northland, and these will 
in turn be given communication with 
the outside by a station of larger 
power at The Pas, which will work 
with another similar station at Swan 
River, 250 miles south of the former

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Experimental Work 
Leads to Improvement 
Of Our Wheat Crops 


Tt woudl require a large volume to 
record all the work done by the Fed- 
eral improve the 
wheat crop and to extend its culti- 
vation in Canada. What has been 
done is of no small importance, From 
1886, when the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farms came into being, date the 
first really serious endeavors to im- 
prove the wheat crop of Canada, 

Shortly after the inauguration of 
the Experimental Farms System, it 
was felt by those in authority that 
something should be done to improve 
existing grains and to introduce from 
abroad, hardy, high-yielding and high 
qualitied varieties of grain, which 
would be lickly to mature in districts 
where the somewhat 
short. With this end in view, some 
twenty-cight varieties were selected 
from grain offered for sale on the 
Corn Exchange in London, England, 
and representing the produce of the 
principal grain-growing countries of 
the world. Amongst these were four 
varieties of wheat from India—Indian 
Kurrachee, Indian Hard Calcutta, In- 
dian Red Caleutta and Indian Club 
Calcutta. Upon testing these wheats 
it was decided to obtain both infor- 
mation and further material from the 
same source. So, under enatticton'|

Estimated That Ne Nearly Seventeen 
Million Acres Was Sown 
To Wheat 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has just issued the first estimate of 
the areas sown this spring to grain, 
hay and potatoes, together with a 
report of their condition on May 31, 
as compiled with the returns of crop 
reports, 

The total area estimated to be sown 
to wheat in Canada for 1920 is 16,921,- 
000 acres. The area to be harvested 
to fall wheat is 740,300 acres; so that 
the area under spring wheat is 16,- 
180,700 acres, as compared with 18,- 
453,175 acres in 1919, the slightly de- 
creased area being caused by the un- 
usually late spring. 

Of oats, the total acreage sown is 
estimated at 15,291,000 acres, as com- 
pared with 14,952,000 acres last year, 
an increase of 339,000 acres, 
percent. 

Barley has an acreage of 2,257,900; 
rye, 730,100; peas, 219,065; mixed 
grains, 900,800; hay and clover, 10,- 
492,900; and Alfalfa, 220,800.
